Story 


This is my only excuse 
telling the story of how we killed 
a child-eating hyena on the 
hanks of a canal in Uttar 
Predesh .

All of a sudden the driver 
sucked in his breath.

To Show What Grower Makes Per Acre 


RBuchanan—I noticed one of 
your writers said the merchant is 
not to blame for the high cost of 
living and he charged it to high 
salaries. 


To produce an acre of corn and 
deliver 300 dozen ears to market 
costs $61.80. The merchant pays 
$6060 for this corn per acre. 
There is left about eight bushels 
of smaller ears on the stalk 
which bring the farmer about $14.

$15.20 on an investment of $61.80. 

The merchant sells the corn for 
60 cents a dozen and makes a

What 1 am saying is that while Congress is criticized more often than 
it deserves, it rarely gets the praise it deserves. 


It seems to me that the 83rd 
Congress does deserve praise, does 
deserve to be put down as a Con- 
gress with a record of accomplish- 
ment substantially above average. 

I would cite two major attain- 
ments: 

It has been a ‘‘do-something Con- 
gress.’' It has to its credit a siz- 
able, significant budget of impor- 
tant legislation and it has worked 
hard to produce it. No Congress 
of recent memory has been as pro- 
ductive as the 83rd. 

Congresses as narrowly divided 
as this one, with a whisker-thin 
Republican majority in both 
Houses, have usually ended in leg- 
islative stalemate. To have avoided 
stalemate under such circum- 
stances is°a considerable achieve- 
ment. Both parties deserve credit. 
On any comparative basis, the 
Democratic opposition conducted 
itself responsibly. It disagreed on 
some bills, like amending the Taft- 
Hartley law. That makes a two- 
party system. The opposition 
rarely voted captiously, seeking to 
block the Aministration merely as 
a partisan tactic.

The District of Co- 
limbia has, three votes at nation- 
al conventions, putting the national 
capital in a class with the Virgin 
Isiands, Puerto Rico and other 
possessions 

To get back to the primary elec- 
tion measure — the President ve- 
toed it because of a provision that 
exempted federal government em- 
pioves here from the Hatch Act 
so far as participation in that pri- 
rnary is concerned. The Hatch Act, 
if vou have forgotten, forbids, gov- 
ernment emploves from. taking an 
active part in politics, though they 
can vote like anybody else if eli- 


gible. The President's argument 
was that exemption of the seven 
per cent of government workers 
who live in the national capital 
would be unfair to the 93 per cent 
who work elsewhere and would not 
be exempted. 


That reasoning seems far-fetched 
and that is said advisedly by one 
who had some part in paving the 
“ay for the Hatch Act with an 
exhaustive expose in the 1938 Ken- 
lucky senatorial primary of ex- 
ploitation politcally of WPA worke 
e:s. Participation in the conven- 
tion delegate primary hardly 
seems the type of political activity 
at which the Hatch Act was aimed. 

But, at any rate, we are foiled 
again. We here who would like 
to become full-fledged American 
citizens have to rely on Congress 
Which alone has power ‘to give us 
home rule and a voice in our own 
affairs and the right to vote for 
President. Unfortunately we here 
have no influence on Congress, for 
its members are not dependent on 
us for their vates. The only way 
to move Congress is for the folks 
back home, whose national capi- 
tal this is also, to let their rep- 
resentatives know that they would 
hke to see justice to citizens of the 
rational capital. 

Thats why this voteless resident 
harps on this subject every so 
often, for which pardon is hereby

NEW YORK, Aug. 26 (P— Four 
teenage ‘‘thrill killers’ pleaded 
innocent today to a first-degree 
murder indictment charging them 
with the slaying of a Negro found 
dead in the East River with cig- 
arette burns and the marks or a 
fearful beating on his body. 

The youths, who police said ad- 
mitted horsewhipping or tortur- 
ing more than a dozen victims 
just ‘‘for kicks,’’ were arraigned 
in Kings County Court to answer 
the indictment for the siaying of 
Willard Menter, 24. Two of them, 
Melvin Mittman, 17, and Jerome 
Leiberman, 17, also pleaded in- 
nocent to manslaughter charges 
in the death of Rheinhold Uhl- 
rickson, a 45-year-old steepléjack 
who was beaten to death. 

Judge Samuel Liebowitz said 
an ‘‘immediate trial’? would be 
scheduled for the youths and 
granted a two-week period in 
which their attorneys might make 
motions. The lawyers rejected 
his suggestion that all four might 
be transferred from the Raymond 
Street Jail to Kings County Hos- 
pital for psychiatric observation, 
but indicated that they might 
take it up again later. 

Mittman, a hulking youth iden- 
tified by police as the ‘‘muscle 
man’ of the gang, was the only 
one to display any emotion when 
they were arraigned. He was 
permitted to speak briefly to his 
parents in the courtroom and ap- 
peared close to tears. 

Mittman, Lieberman and Jack 
Koslow, 18, and Robert Tracten- 
berg, 15, had been held without 
bail since their arrest last week. 
It was learned yesterday that 
their families had retained four 
of the top criminal attorneys in 
New York to defend them.

Worst Cooks Are Wives, 


\ Says Brash Restaurateur 


By CYNTHIA LOWRY 


Associated Press Feature Writer 
‘“‘Housewives,”” says Dan Stampler, nervously looking over 
his shoulder, ‘‘are the most terrible cooks in the country. . .”’ 
Stampler, proprietor of a popular steak house in New York's 


Greenwich Village, elaborates. 


‘In the first place, they don't know what they are doing in the 
kitchen and they won't take advice from men. 


*‘Where will you find a woman 
who will try to cook a steak 
more than an inch thick? 
They're afraid to try — and 
that’s why butchers will always 
sell a man a thick steak and a 
woman a thin one. It’s not be- 
cause of the money involved. 

He goes on. 

“Didn't you ever try to eat a 
steak that was a fine black 
color outside, but purple raw 
and cold inside? Well, that’s 
because she insists on keeping 
red meat refrigerated right up 
to the minute she’s ready to put 
it on the broiler, instead of 
bringing it to room tempera- 
ture, 


REMEMBER RULES 

“If it’s a big cut, leave it out 
overnight. If it’s*smaller, esti- 
mate it will take about an hour 
and a half per portion to warm 
it up so that it’s prime for 
cooking.”’ 

Secondly, he charges, women 
just won't take the pains to 
cook things properly. 

“Is there a woman,” he asked 
bitterly, ‘‘who has enough sense 
to sear a good piece of meat 
under the broiler and then fin- 
ish off the cooking in an oven?’’ 

All is not lost, however, 
Stampler maintains, if women 
would just learn a few elemen- 


tary lessons and get tough with 
their butchers. 

‘In the first place, beef which 
is the most popular meat in this 
country, should never be stored 
in a food locker. Chilled, yes, 
but frozen never, It breaks up 
the molecules and it never 
tastes as good. Freeze poultry, 
fish, lamb, pork, and all the 
white meats if you want, but 
not beef.’’ 


Beef is graded, he explains,

prime, 

“Women refuse to pay the 
price for prime beef, so most 
of the time you never see it in 
your store. The hotels and res- 
taurants get it. But there are 


lots of good pieces of meat that | 


they completely ignore.” 
MOST TENDER 

Fillets are 
cuts of beef, he says—‘‘And the 
most tasteless. I wouldn’t waste 
time eating them. Give me a 
good flatbone sirloin—and if 
you ask your butcher for that 
he'll say he’s never heard of it. 
But insist, and he’ll find it for 
you.” 

Stampler says the best steaks 
are those sirloins cut from the 
short loins.

“And some day fust try a | 


skirt steak. It’s the juiciest, 


most flavorful of them all—but 
butchers won't bother with them 
because women want them 
peeled and they are hard to 
handle. But they have to be 
eaten hot.’’ 

And how should a woman 
cook meat? If it’s a white meat, 
slowly. But if it’s beef, put the 
room-temperature piece into the 
hottest possible oven and cook 
it in as short. a time as possible. 

“But under the _ circum- 
stances,’’ he adds with finality, 
**I think the best bet for a wom- 
an is to have plenty of dry Man- 
hattans or Martinis before din- 
ner, and then the guests won't 
care what they have to eat.”’
